housing counseling),

d increase accessibility requirements to five percent for Central
Business District (CBD), Downtown Mixed Use (DMU), and
Vertical Mixed Use (VMU) developments,

e allow VMU developers to apply for SM A R T ™ Housing, and

f 1ncrease income limits to accommodate VMU and AHITF

recommendations for CBD and DMU developments

2 Direct the Downtown Planning Team to evaluate the AHITF

recommendations for CBD and DMU zoning
3 Duirect the Residential Development Regulation Taskforce to review
the AHITF recommendations for single-family design standards

4 Undertake a market study and strategic housing plan
